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Walton-on-the-Naze,  Essex. 


To  the  Walton-on-the-Naze  Urban  District  Council. 

Mr.  Chairman  and  Gentlemen, 

I  beg  to  present  for  your  consideration  my  report  for 
the  year  1910. 

Your  district  consists  of  a  single  parish  with  an  area  of 
2065  acres  or  exclusive  of  the  portion  covered  by  water  and 
of  the  foreshore  2051  acres. 

At  the  last  census  the  population  was  2014,  and  the 
estimated  population  to  the  middle  of  1910  is  2410. 

There  is  one  matter  apart  from  those  dealt  with  under  the 
various  headings  which  calls  for  comments,  that  is  the  success 
which  attended  the  efforts  made  last  summer  to  mitigate  the 
nuisance  caused  by  mosquitoes.  From  the  beginning  of  June 
to  the  beginning  of  October  paraffin  was  daily  applied  to  the 
waters  and  undergrowth  in  the  district.  Although  this  was 
very  late  to  start,  and  I  hope  we  may  start  much  earlier  this 
year,  the  effect  was  most  satisfactory.  I  heard  very  few 
complaints  last  summer  of  mosquito  bites  as  against  many 
scores  in  previous  summers. 


Births.  —  I  regret  to  say  that  the  birth-rate  is  low  this  year. 
The  total  number  of  births  registered  is  38,  whilst  the  average 
for  the  previous  ten  years  is  45,  and  the  birth  rate  for  the 
year  is  only  15-8  per  1000  estimated  population,  whilst  the 
average  for  the  previous  ten  years  is  21*18.  The  Notilication 
of  Birth  Act  1907  has  not  been  adopted  in  this  district. 

Deaths. — The  death  rate  is,  I  am  happy  to  say,  below  the 
average  for  the  past  ten  years  being  only  9  96  per  1000 
estimated  population.  The  average  for  the  Urban  Districts 
of  Essex  for  1909  is  io'i. 

The  total  number  of  deaths  registered  in  the  district  is  24. 
Of  these  three  were  visitors.  Two  deaths,  one  of  which  was 
of  a  visitor,  were  certified  as  due  to  phthisis. 

The  infantile  death  rate,  that  is  the  rate  under  one  year  of 
age  per  1000  infants  born,  is  only  5 2 ‘63  as  against  83  per 
iooo  for  the  Urban  Districts  of  the  County. 

The  number  of  deaths  under  one  year  registered  during  the 
year  is  two  and  both  of  these  were  visitors  to  the  town. 
Therefore  the  actual  infantile  death-rate  of  residents  is  nil. 

This  very  satisfactory  state  of  things  is  I  think,  in  part  at 
least,  due  the  fact  that  the  large  majority  of  women  in  vValton 
are  attended  in  their  confinements  by  the  District  Nurse,  who 
is  then  able  to  give  them  much  sound  and  helpful  advice 
concerning  the  proper  feeding  and  care  of  their  offspring. 

The  Zymotic  death-rate  is  also  nil. 

Notifiable  Diseases. — During  the  past  year  six  cases  were 
notified,  three  of  diptheria,  one  of  scarlet  fever,  and  two  of 
enteric  fever.  Of  these  latter  one  was  a  visitor  who  was 
suffering  from  the  disease  when  he  came  to  VValton. 

The  improvements  made  last  year  in  dealing  with  infectious 
cases  have  been  found  to  be  satisfactory. 

During  the  past  year  I  have  had  occasion  to  draw  your 
attention  to  the  lack  of  any  isolation  accommodation  for  cases 
of  infectious  disease  should  any  epidemic  make  its  appearance 
into  your  distinct,  and  it  is  my  duty  to  again  call  your  attention 
to  the  matter. 

I  am  not  in  favour  of  a  hospital  for  your  district  alone  ;  such 
expense  would  i  think  be  quite  unjustifiable,  but  1  do  favour 
the  idea  of  a  small  hospital  for  the  combined  surrounding 
districts. 
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The  Physical  Features  and  General  Characteristics  of  the 
District . — The  District  is  compact  and  situate  on  the  Eastern 
Boundary  of  the  County  of  Essex  ;  that  portion  known  as  the 
Naze  is  peninsular  in  form,  and  the  soil  is  for  the  most  part 
a  heavy  clay. 

The  chief  Occupations  of  the  Inhabitants. — The  male  inhabit¬ 
ants  are  for  the  most  part  either  workers  in  the  Foundry  or 
boatmen,  whilst  the  female  inhabitants  to  a  large  extent  are 
engaged  in  letting  lodings  in  the  summer. 

House  Accommodation. — This  in  the  majority  of  instances 
is  good.  The  working  class  houses  are  mostly  larger  and 
better  than  those  usually  occupied  by  this  class. 

A  number  of  dwelling  houses  have  been  inspected  by  the 
Surveyor  during  the  year  in  compliance  with  the  requirements 
of  the  Town  Planning  and  Housing  Act  and  only  very  minor 
improvements  have  been  found  necessary. 

The  erection  of  new  houses  is  controlled  by  byelaws. 
Two  new  Convalescent  Homes  have  been  opened  during  the 
year. 

Sewerage  and  Drainage. — The  plan  in  use  is  that  of  sewers 
leading  to  sceptic  tanks  from  which  the  sewage  is  discharged 
out  to  sea  on  the  ebb  tide. 

No  complaint  has  been  received  during  the  year. 

Excremental  Disposal. — This  is  satisfactory  and  is  by  water 
carriage  except  in  the  case  of  H.M.  Coastguard  Station.  This 
I  believe  is  to  be  shortly  brought  up-to-date. 

Removal  and  Disposal  of  House  Ref  use. — This  is  done  by 
contract  and  is  well  carried  out.  The  iron  dustbins  are 
emptied  daily  or  as  requirement  demands  and  the  contents 
are  then  deposited  on  a  refuse  tip. 

I  have  previously  had  occasion  to  call  your  attention  to  the 
unsatisfactory  site  of  the  present  tip  and  trust  that  this 
matter  will  shortly  again  receive  your  earnest  consideration. 

Methods  of  control  of  Tuberculosis.  —  No  system  of  notifica¬ 
tion  of  pulmonary  tuberculosis  is  in  force  in  the  district 
other  than  the  compulsory  notification  of  poor  cases  by 
district  medical  officers.  Nor  do  I  believe  that  any  system 
of  voluntary  notification  is  of  the  least  use.  As  a  private 
medical  practitioner  I  should  consider  airy  such  voluntary 
notification  on  my  part  as  a  breach  of  confidence  with  regard 
to  my  patient. 
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Water  Supply. — The  supply  is  by  the  Tendring  Hundred 
Waterworks  Company  and  has  been  ample  and  of  good 
quality  during  the  year. 

The  Milk  Supply. — All  the  milk  on  sale  in  the  district  is 
good  pure  milk. 

One  cow  in  the  district  was  detected  suffering  from  tuber¬ 
culosis  of  the  udder.  This  cow  was  at  once  withdrawn  from 
the  herd  and  eventually  destroyed. 

Other  Foods. — Tood  inspection  is  under  the  control  of  the 
Sanitary  Inspector.  No  food  has  been  seized  as  unsound 
during  the  year. 

The  Schools. — The  Schools  were  closed  for  three  weeks 
during  the  year  owing  to  an  outbreak  of  Whooping  Cough. 

The  old  badly  ventilated  and  badly  lighted  school  in  High 
Street  is  still  in  use,  but  a  new  school  is  in  course  of  erection 
and  will  shortly  be  ready  for  occupation.
